pilation revealed today. | 

Current indications are that total | 
dividend payments for 1936 by | 
companies whose stocks are listed | 
may reach $4,000,000,000, a record | 
for this classification, and more| 
than $1,000,000,000 in excess -of| 
the 1935 disbursements. 

The deluge of special, extra, in- 
creased, year-end and unclassified 
declarations, practically all of which | 
succeeded the national election, 
composed the major portion of this’ 
month's distributions and lifted dis- 
bursements by such corporations for 
the year to date above $3,400,000,000. 

During this 20-day period more 
than 1,250,000 employes have been 
benefited through increased pay or 
bonus announcements, involving .n 
estimated $200,000,000 annually, 

Gain in Trade Seen. 

This outpouring of funds led many 
economists to predict that consumer 
income for the final month this year 
will average some 20 per cent over |

The board’s statement followed re- 
cent instructions to administration fi- 
nancial agencies by President Roose- 
velt to study the steady influx of for- 
eign capital into investments in this 
country, with a view to determining 
whether control action shouid be taken, 

Although an increase in reserve re- 
quirements would have the effect of 
“sterilizing” a portion of this foreign 
capital as a basis for credit, officials 
said that a separate study would be 
made on foreign funds to determine 
their effects on prices and other eco- 
nomic factors. 

Under the increased reserve require- 
ments of August 15, New York and 
Chicago member banks were required 
to keep reserves totaling 19.5 per cent 
of demand deposits; banks in reserve 
cities 15 per cent, and “country” 
banks 10.5 per cent. The percentage 
on time deposits was raised from 3 to 
4.5 per cent. 

If the maximum of its powers was 
used, the board could increase per- 
centages to 26, 20 and 14 on demand 
deposits and 6 on time deposits.

Commercial production of flax and 
the soy bean are other recent develop- 
ments. Ford is notably interested in 
the bean. 

“I think Mr. Ford has planted siza- 
ble acreage in soy beans since watch- 
ing our experiments,” Lane gaid to- 
day. “We have proved commercial 
production of the crop is possible in 
this section.” 

Ford, indeed, is interested. The soy 
bean is one of his recent economic ven- 
tures. He has taken production from 
thousands of acres planted near his 
River Rouge plant near Detroit. The 
bean makes various gadgets for his 
cars such as horn buttons. The soy 
bean oil is used in paint. 

(jeorgia’s severest winter in years 
cut heavily into his orange experi- 
ment in 1935. 

“But if I had been wise, I would 
have brought out the smudge pots and 
stopped the loss,” Lane said. “Yes, 
oranges can be commercially grown in 
Georgia and we have proved it.” 

He shipped the first carload of 
Georgia oranges to market. That was 
in 1934. 

Colonel T. L. Huston, of Darien, 
has planted 50 acres on near-by Butler 
Island. His crop also is doing nicely. 
The colonel is experimenting in lem- 
ons, limes and grapefruit. 

Orange production isn't new in 
Georgia. When Oglethorpe landed, he 
found trees in cultivation. That was 
in 1733. But the industry floundered. 
Now the far-sighted financier is bring- 
ing it back. 

Olive Experiment. ’ 

“We also are experimenting in 
olives,” Lane said. “Weve grown 
them but haven’t reached commercial 
production yet.” 

He eonducted the flax experiments 
five years ago. Cigaret paper 1s made 
of linen rags, gathered mostly in Ku- 
rope. Cigaret makers got the idea the 
paper could be made direct from flcx. 

Someone broached the idea to Lane. 
He planted flax, it grew and was har- 
vested successfully, and given to the 
paper makers free.

FULTON TO ASK LAWS 
FOR HEALTH PROGRAM 


County Board Seeks Com- 
pulsory Anti-Diphtheria 
Inoculation for Children. 


Enactment of laws regulating diph- 
theria immunization for school chil- 
dren, garbage dispesal, and food han- 
dlers’ examinations in Fulton county 
will be asked of the next legislature 
by the Fulton Board of Health, Dr. 
| Charles R. Adams, chairman of both 
‘health and commission boards, an- 
| nounced yesterday. 
| Bills now being drawn by County 
| Attorney Ralph Pharr are to be pre- 
‘sented to the Fuiton legislative dele- 
i gation soon, it was said, following a 
| meeting of the health board last week. 
| Dr. Adams asserted the requested 
'laws are a part ot a general health 
| program for the county which will be 
designed to eliminate cause and spread 
of disease. 

Compulsory Inoculation. 

The legislature will be asked to pass 
a law requiring all children entering 
school in Fulton county to be im- 
munized from diphtheria before intial 
registration, it was said. 

County doctors will administer the 
innoculation free of charge to those 
unable to pay for immunization, Dr. 
Adams declared. 

The county seeks laws also to au- 
'thorize the existing health department 
to dispose of garbage in thickly popu- 
_lated areas outside th> city of Atlanta 
‘and to levy a reasonable tax in dis- 
tricts for this purpose. 
| Dr. Adams announced that a bill 
requiring all persons in the county 
who handle food for public consump- 
tion to be examined physically by a 
reputable physician will be presented 
at the next session. The county would 
pay half the cost of the examination 
_and issue permits twice yearly, Dr. 
Adams said. 
| Conferences Planned. 

Conferences of the Fulton delega- 
tion and the health board are to be 
held before the end of the year and 
it is expected other measures to in- 
crease health safety will be proposed. 

A series of lectures by sanitary en- 
gineers, doctors and health experts 
will be heard beginning this week by 
the sanitary inspectors of the county. 
Dr. Adams said the present inspectors 
will be taught to carry out the pro- 
visions of the requested legislation and 
no new employes will be added to the 
pay roll.

Employers of 
eight or more employes come under the 
unemployment compensation tax pro- 
visions of the act, unless the state un- 
employment compensation law speci- 
fies a smaller number. Georgia has no 
state unemployment compénsation law 
approved at the present time. 

Unemployment Returns. 

Q. Georgia has no state unemploy- 
ment law. Do employers make re- 
turns on employes’ wages in this 
state for’ unemployment benefits and 
if se, are employes in this state en- 
titled to this benefit? When and how 
do Hi proceed to make a claim.— 
A. Employers pay a federal excise 
tax for unemployment compensation 
equal to 1 per cent of wages paid in 
1936; 2 per cent in 1987; and 3 per 
cent in 1938 and each year thereafter.

ROAD TAX DIVERSIONS 


Bureau of Tuberculosis Control 


Purchases Mobile X-Ray Machine 


The Division of Tuberculosis Con- 
trol of the Georgia State Department 


of Public Health has. recently pur- 
chased a new X-ray machine and truck 
for its transportation, which enables 
this division to offer to all physicians 
in Georgia where X-ray service is not 
available a consultation or diagnostic 
service of even greater value than be- 
fore, according to Dr. T. F. Aber- 
crombie, director of the department. 

The department has operated a tu- 
berculosis field unit since October, 
1930, to assist physicians in the dis- 
covery of tuberculosis, early and ad- 
vanced stages, so all cases may have 
medical treatment and nursing super- 
vision, Dr. Abercrombie stated. 

“This diagnostic unit operates only 
as a consultation service for the phy- 
sicians of the state and through its 
more than five years of service has 
been closely integrated with the phy- 
sicians who have given their whole- 
hearted assistance and co-operation in 
this work,” the health director ex- 
plained. 


ATTACKED BY PRINTUP 


Petroleum Secretary Says 
Georgians ‘Short-Changed’ 
32 Cents on Dollar. 


| 


Neil W. Printup, secretary of the 
Georgia Petroleum Industries commit- 


tee, yesterday charged that Georgia 
taxpayers were “short-changed” 32.8 
cents on every dollar paid in taxes 
for roads last year and that the re- 
sult was curtailment of road work, 
losses in employment, wages and trade. 

“Out of $17,020,000 collected from 
state gasoline sales taxes and regis- 
tration fees from Georgia motorists 
last year, ostensibly to pay for roads, 
$5,582,148 was spent for other pur- 
poses,” he explained. “Thus motorist 
taxpayers were ‘short-changed’ be- 
cause they received only 67.2 cente 
worth of roads for every road tax 
dollar. In 1934 a total of $2,388,153 
of their road tax money went to oth- 
er purposes.” 

United States Bureau of Public 
Roads reports show every dollar spent 
on highways generates $3.15 worth of 
trade and wages in 24 different indus- 
tries, he declared, and each $100,000 
spent on roads provides a full year’s 
employment for 103 workers. Con- 
tinuing, he showed that 5,730 addi- 
tional jobs could have been created in 
this state had all motor tax revenue 
been spent upon roads. 

“We estimate also that there would 
have been gains in such industries 
as quarrying and brick, $968,000; ce- 
ment, $1,073,600; iron and _ steel, 
$915.200: petroleum, $475,200; fuels 
and power, $440,000, and retail and 
wholesale trade, $1,460,800,” Printup 
declared. “As regards road construc- 
tion, it is estimated more than 930 
miles of farm-to-market roads could 
have been built with that money, a 
real benefit to agriculture since a 
large proportion of farms in this state 
are still served by unimproved roads.” 


Deaths Decrease. 

A slight decrease in the number of 
deaths from tuberculosis is reported 
for Georgia from January to August 
inclusive of 1936, as compared with 
the same period for 1935, the health 
director revealed. 

A total of 1,156 deaths from tuber- 
culosis was reported for this period 
for 1936 as compared with 1,208 for 
the same period of 1935, or a decrease 
of 59.9 per 100,000 population. 

A case load of 19,856 was reported 
as carried up to June 30, 1936, by the 
WPA district tuberculosis nurses, Dr. 
Abercrombie stated. “These nurses 
made 3.716 tuberculin tests and secur- 
ed 768 specimens for laboratory ex- 
amination. Contact was broken in 
1,146 cases;'101 applications were 
made to the state tuberculosis sani- 
tarium and relief was obtained for 231

New Cases Revealed. 

Through the Division of Tubercu- 
losis Control, Dr. Abercrombie reveal- 
ed an average of nearly 100 new cases 
are being brought to notice each 
month. At least 90 per cent of these 
are cases which will require treatment, 
medical supervision and social service 
to some degree for long indefinite pe- 
riods. 

“The fact that such a large propor- 
tion of advanced cases were found 
compared with the number of minimal 
or incipient cases shows definitely that 
the majority of people do not seek 
examination early enough and have 
ignored the usual symptoms that in- 
dicate there is tuberculosis disease and 
often wait until they are very ill be 
fore having the proper study of their 
cases made. It shows very clearly 
the necessity. for people to consult 
their physicians when persistent sym- 
toms of any kind are present.” 

The health director described the 
danger signals of invading tuberculosis 
as “a development of an unusual fa- 
tigue, undue nervous manifestations, 
loss of weight, and fever. These are 
the ordinary symptoms of early tuber- 
culosis. When there is a cough and 


expectoration or blood spitting the di- 
sease is more advanced, but all of 
such cases should have a most 
thorough examination which should in- 
clude laboratory tests and X-ray 
study.”

To be successful in growing sweet 
peas it is only necessary to provide 
five requirements, all of which are 


very simple. Sunshine, good seed, good | 


soil, drainage and innoculation. 
Sunshine is necessary for full flow- 

er development and for healthfulness. 
Good seed are necessary for the 


strongest, most vigorous plants of the | 


finest new strains. Poor seeds lack vi- 
tality and breeding. 


Good soil is necessary for heavy de- | 


velopment of the growing plants. They 
are heavy feeders, 
ing the flowering period. 

Good drainage is most necessary be- 
cause sweet peas will not stand exces- 
sive moisture. When the roots reach 
free water the plants soon mold and 
die. 

Innoculation with the proper soii 
bacteria is desirable, especially in soil 
where sweet peas have not grown be- 
fore. Innoculation is just as important 
farmer who plants vetch and 
and field peas in his fiends. The bac- 
teria, together with good soil, stimu- 
late a heavy vegetative growth, with- 
out. which our returns may be disap- 
pointing. 

Sweet peas may be sown in the lat- 


itude of Atlanta from late November | 


until Christmas for fall planting, and 
from early February until the middle 
of March for the spring planting. 

The idea in fall planting is to get 
the seed sprouted and root growth be- 
gun before severe cold and wet pre- 
vents. This allows a fine root develop- 
ment and the large early flowers that 
are superior to those from spring- 
planted seed. 

In preparing the trench, it is wise 
to dig out about a foot wide and a 
foot and a half deep, stirring up the 
subsoil good, in the bottom. Four to 
six inches of old stone, brick, coarse 
cinders or aches provide fine drainage,

i} IN THE HOUSE: Preparation should be

SHRUBBERY: This is the proper sea- 
son of the year for mulching Roses 
and Shrubbery as well as perennial 
borders and beds and this may best 
be done with the nse of peat moss 
and leaves or straw.

tion of the military department. A 
substitute measure was adopted by 
the house placing the proposed sys- 
tem under civil service. ‘Lhe senate 
refused to consider the measure after 
the military feature was rmoved from 
the biil. 

The bill which the house adopted 
was modeled after the systeins of New 
rork, Pennsylvania and Michigan, 
which have been found to be efficient 
in those states, with such changes as 
vould be adapted to conditions in 
Georgia. 

There was an organized attack made 
on the bill by some of the industrial 
leaders of the state, and despite the 
growing number traffie fatalities 
and popular demand for the creation 
of a state police, the session ended 
with the bill occupying a pigeon hole 
in the senate chamber. 

It was proposed to pay the 
pense of the initial setup by an ap- 
propriation of $50,000 from the State 
Highway Department, all future ex- 
pense to be borne by a nominal fee 
of &1 to be charged for a driver's 
license. 

Systems of Other States. 

Aceording to the report of the re- 
search bureau of the Kansas legislative 
council, there have been four periods 
of development in the state police sys- 
tems of the United States.

The earliest form of state police in 

the United States was the organization 
known “the Texas Rangers, «a 
force established in the early days of 
the Texas republic for police duty 
on the Mexican border. The  provi- 
sional government of Texas authorized 
the formation of three ranger Compa- 
nies under the jurisdiction of the 
commander-in-chief of the regular 
army. ‘The duties of this force were 
largely military, and though a cer- 
tain amount of criminal investigation 
has been undertaken by the rangers 
since 1904, it still retains some ol 
its early characteristics. The Texas 
RangerS were reorganized by statute 
late as 1919. ‘There also exists 
Texas at the present time 
highway patrol, whose duties 
largely connected with violations 
tratfic laws, 
In 1S65 Massachusetts inaugurated 
“state constabulary’ exercising gen- 
eral police powers. This organization 
was first combined with the district 
police, and later the state police. 

Arizona established a force of rang-

The modern system of state police 
commenced with the establishment 
the Pennsylvania system in 1905, fol- 
lowed in 1917 and 1919 by New York 
and Michigan. 

In 1919, automobile travel in- 
ereased, and highway construction be- 
ean in earnest with the enactment of 
the federal highway program, the 
need for a mobile police force to cope 
with the modern criminal was 
ognized by other states, and West 
ginia, Massachusetts, New Jersey and 
Rhode Island either created a new 
force or enlarged their state police de- 
partment. At the beginning of the 
year 1934, 28 states maintained high- 
way patrols, of which nine had been 
given full police powers, three states 
maintained a special force for emer- 
gency purposes and four states had 
a “‘state sheriff.’ Only two states, 
Pennsylvania and Texas, maintain 
both a sta police and a highway 
patrol, and while there is splendid 
co-operation hetween these = depart- 
ments, they will probably be merged 
in one system. 

Georgia one of the few 
which has no state force charged with 
enforcement of the state traffic laws. 

Authority of State Police. 

The state police are generally dele- 
gated the same authority as possessed 
by sheriffs or other peace officers, 
which includes enforcement. of all 
criminal statutes, though they are pri- 
marily charged with regulation of 
traffie and detection of oftenses com- 
mitted on the highways, 

Besides their general duties the 
police (and highway patrol) 
charged with many special 
such as those duties required by fire, 
fish and game wardens. enforcement 
f laws regulating drivers’ licen 
supervision of outdoor advertising, in- 
spection of theaters, checking explo- 
sives, collection of oil and gas taxes, 
weighing and measuring trucks, and 
use in strike duty. 

It has been found by experience 
that the efficiency of the state police 
s impaired when they are directed to 
fields other than offenses committed 
m the highways, and considerable 
eriticism has been directed against 
the force for participating in) riot 
luty, especially in labor _ strikes, 
hough their handling of strikes has 
wen found to be more sSatisiactory 
han by militia composed of young 
nen without previous police experi- 
nee. This criticsm has been met by 
‘efusal to allow the state police to be 
ised on strike duty except upon’ re- 
juest of the governing authorities in 
he vicinity of the strike with the 
approval ot the governor. 

Relationship to Local Police. 

One of the chief objections raised 
o the creation of a state police force 
n Georgia has been the fear that it 

ould deprive local officers working 
n a fee basis of their main source 
f revenue.

Public opinion is clearly opposed to 
the use of the postmaster generalship 
as a cabinet headquarters for the na- 
tional chairman of the administration 
party.

Landon for “Pay-as-You-Go” Plan 


Both sides in the old-age pension dispute have agreed that the pres- 
‘ent social security act is not perfect, that experience will show where 
‘flaws and rough spots can be removed. Led by Governor Landon, how- 
ever, the Republicans began a frontal attack on the contributive feature 
of the old-age pension plan. The Governor denounced the administra- 
tion program as a ‘‘cruel hoax”’ on the workers and as a menace to “‘the 
| whole cause of social security in this country.” 

Charging that the contributive pensions would cover only about 
half of the working population, that its benefits would be low, and that 
it would create a great reserve fund but not protect such a fund from 
raids by congress, the Republican candidate asked for a “‘pay-as you-go” 
system under state auspices. 

“My criticism of the present act is not that the purpose is bad,” 
said Landon in declaring his belief in the principles of old-age pensions. 

“It is that this act will involve a cruel disappointment for those of our 
'people least able to bear the shock of disappointment ... 1 will not 
promise the moon,” 

But today’s Institute poll reveals that Landon was raising his voice 
against too strong a tide. In questioning the contributive feature of 
old-age pensions, Landon appeared to be questioning a principle long- 
sought and fought for by the man in the street. As William Green, 
president of the American Federation of Labor, said of the law, it is a 
“form of legislation for which workers have prayed and petitioned for 
many vears.”’ 

Only the future can show whether Governor Landon’s criticisms 
were valid. For the present, an immense wave of sentiment for social 
security and old-age pensions has given the countersign of approval to 

the contributive plan, whereby employers and workers contribute equally 
towards workers’ pensions. 


G. O. P. Tactic Fails 


Between September 29—when Landon made his attack on the admin- 


istration security program and was answered by John G. Winant, of the 


Social Security Board—and late October, there was little debate on the 
old-age pension plan. Late in October, however, Republican strategists 
seized on the “pay roll tax’ feature as a major card against the Demo- 
crats in appealing to the city worker. 

But today’s Institute poll shows urban voters strongly in favor of 
the “pay roll tax’’ and voters in the 10 largest cities most enthusiastic 
of all. The last-minute G. O. P. tactic was pre-doomed, 

Even rural voters, many of whom as agricultural workers will not 
share in the benefits of the contributive pensions, are almost two-to-one 
in favor. For the farmer, indeed, the “‘pay roll tax” may prove a source 
of grief by raising the price of things he buys; this was the reason the 
late Huey Long gave for his one-man filibuster against the security act 
shortly before his death. But so strong is the sentiment for old-age 
pensions today that the present plan wins-a tidal wave of approval from 
coast to coast. 

Only one state—South Dakota—dissents, amd there the voters are 
dividied 59 per cent to 41 per cent against the contributive plan. Other 
states where the issue is close include Connecticut (50 per cent in fa- 
vor), Vermont and New Hampshire (each 58 per cent in favor). In New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Indiana, Massachusetts and other industrial 
states the average vote is two-to-one or better.

By ELY CULBERTSON. 
PLANNING THE PLAY. 


FTER the opening lead has 
been made and the dummy 
is placed on the table— 
either triumphantly, as though to 
point out that the holder now can 
prove his bidding to have been 
sound, or sheepishly, with the un- 
spoken admission, “Maybe I slipped 
my trolley a bit’—the first dramatic 
moment has arrived. The bidding 
may have been highly competitive 
and consequently exciting, now the 
declarer can make at least a pre- 
liminary estimate of how ably he 
and his partmer welded together 


their respective holdings. 


But, more important, right now 
(before declarer touches’a card in 
dummy) is the time for putting 
aside self-congratulatory thoughts, 
or vain regrets, or homicidal yearn- 
ings in the direction of partner, as 
the case may be, and buckling down 


to the stern duty of formulating a 


plan of play. Many a “swing” hand 
is lost because the declarer wastes 
precious gray matter on the precise 
phrasing of a brilliant and blister- 
ing “crack” at his partner. The de- 
fenders have an enormous advan- 
tage in this one respect. As yet, 
neither one can tell how heinously 
he has been deceived by his help- 
mate, hence the recrfMinations are, 
of necessity, deferred till the busi 
ness at hand has been concluded. 


From the reams that have been 
written on the subject of opening 
leads it is reasonable to suppose that 
the lead on the current hand was 
selected with some care, to effect 
a certain purpose. And that being 
so it seems hardly more than sen- 
sible that the declarer should study 
the lead and draw from it as many 
and as cogent inferences as he can. 
The opening leader’s partner is cer- 
tainly striving to do that very thing; 
why should the declarer be less in- 
terested? By fitting in the precise 
card led with the cards in sight, it 
may be possible to determine wheth- 
er it was a singleton, a fourth-high- 
est, a short suit, top of an incom- 
plete or interior sequence, and so on. 
If it is a king, for instance, which 
(because the queen is in sight) must 
have been from an ace-king hold- 
ing, the declarer immediately can 
place another missing ace in the 
other defender’s hand, because the 
holder of the ace-king passed origi- 
nally and would not have done so 
with ace-king, ace. I do not exag- 
gerate when I say that, at times, a 
declarer can base a complete and 
shrewd plan of play solely on the 
deductions drawn from the opening 


Once the implication of the lead 
has been at least tentatively inter- 
preted, the next step for declarer is 
to count his tricks. (In this con- 
nection experts almost invariably 
employ a process that becomes sub- 
conscious with habit—they count 
their winners when playing no 
trump contracts, and losers at 
trump contracts: In the vast ma- 
jority of hands this system will be 
found the best.) If the contract is, 
let us say, four spades and there is 
an apparent danger of losing four 
tricks, the next step is to run over 
all the known maneuvers to find one 
that may save that vital trick. The 
one selected may be as simple as a 
finesse; the point is that there 
should be selection, not a casual 
saunter along the primrose path. 
Before one should be satisfied to 
rely on a finesse, for instance, a 
careful survey of elimination-and- 
throw-in possibilities should be 
made in the attempt to reduce a 
50-50 chance to a sure thing. Per- 
haps it will be found that no fines 
sing or elimination situation is pres.

Now declarer counted his 
probable losers and saw that even 
if the spade queen could be captured 
on a- finesse there would still be 
danger of losing two club and two 
heart tricks. He saw a chance to 
avoid the loss of one heart trick by 
setting up a club honor in dummy 
and, satisfied that this was a splen- 
did idea, promptly led a club up to 
the queen-jack. East smothered the 
jack with the ace and, resigned to 
the palpable fact that his spade 
queen would be picked up anyway, 
returned a spade of his own accord. 
Declarer’s ten held this trick and 
now, persisting with his quite falla- 
cious plan, South led his other club. 
West, however, cruelly disappointed 
the declarer by failing to pop up 
with the missing king; dummy’s 
queen was defiantly, desperately, 
played anyway, and was gathered in 
by East’s king. Another trump re- 
turn went to dummy’s ace and from 
that time on declarer found him- 
self with a lost cause. Fret and 
fume as he might (and did) he still 
had to lose two heart tricks, and 
thereby his contract. 

Now let us yank the beaten de- 
clarer out of his seat (not too gent- 
ly, either) and see how an expert 
would handle the same problem. 

On winning the opening lead with 
the diamond his first effort would 
be to “place” all of the outstanding 
high honors. And, on this hand, 
that would be a cinch. East had to 
hold every single one of them to 
justify a no trump bid; even more 
surely he was marked with both 
the ace and king of clubs, and there- 
fore it would be impossible to estab- 
lish one of dummy’s clubs for dis- 
carding purposes. 

With that plan neatly chucked 
into the incinerator the expert 
would contemplate with satisfaction 
the great number of cards and suits 
that East would have to protect, 
and rightly conclude that he would 
not be able to stand the gaff of 
finding discards for the long trumps. 
He would run off five trumps (fin- 
essing against the queen, of course) 
and cash the diamond ace. These 
cards would then remain:

(East’s holding could now be 
slightly different, but not enough so 
to affect the result.) 

Relentilessly declarer would lead 
the last trump, discarding a heart 
from dummy, and then leer fiend- 
ishly at poor East, who now would 
be “on the ropes.”

N a starlit night last May, 

Mr. and Mrs. Abe Molzahn, 

of Chana, Ill., wete driving 

along a lonely gravel road six miles 

east of Oregon, in Ogle county, 

Illinois, when a flashlight stopped 

them and an elderly, bald-headed 

man jumped on the running board. 

“We've been held up!” he shouted. 
“And they’ve shot my wife!” 


The Molgahns got out of their car. 
The bald-headed man directed his 
flashlight to a near-by ditch, where 
the body lay. He said that the hold- 
ap man shot his wife in the head 
when she resisted him. He wrung 
his hands, then went to the body 
and felt the pulse. 


“She’s dead,” he said. “Will you 
help me take her into town? My 
name is e—Guy Tallmadge. 
I’m from Rockford.” 

But Mrs. Molzahn demurred, 
pointing out that it was against the 
law to move a body, in a case of 
this kind, before the coroner came. 


So the authorities were informed. 
Dr. J. C. A. Atkins, the coroner, saw 
that the woman must have died 
instantly. The bullet had entered 
the back of the head and emerged 
over the right eye. 


Tallmadge, 57-year-old embalmer, 
well known throughout Ogle county, 
said that he and his wife, Bessie, 
had been to Chana, which is not far 
from Oregon, and were driving along 
Highway 77 when they were halted 
and a gunman jumped on the run- 
ning board. The man forced him 
and Mrs. Tallmadge out of the car, 
took Tallmadge’s watch, several hun- 
dred dollars, and stripped his wife’s 
fingers of several rings. 

Suddenly she had resisted, he con- 
tinued, and the robber shot her, 
Jumped into a car parked near-by, 
and fled.

Although Tallmadge seemed 
stricken with grief, the authorities 
were not inclined to accept his story, 
but after several hours of question- 
ing he was allowed to return to his 
sdhome in Rockford.

The day after the murder two 
women of Rockford, neighbors of the

the other worked in a drug store. 
The woman who worked in the drug 
store had an interesting tidbit of 
gossip—Guy Tallmadge had recently 
given a ring to a girl who worked in 
the «store with her. 

The photographer's wife told the 
photographer about this, and he told 
State’s Attorney S. Donald Crowell. 

An officer visited Whelan’s Drug 
store in Rockford and learned that 
‘Tallmadge’s friend was Mrs. Frances 

Birch, who was on a week’s vaca- 
tion. It was quickly established that 
she had gone to the home of her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Hugo W. Ol- 
son, in Rock Island. State’s At- 
torney Crowell immediately set out 


for Rock Island, arriving at 6:30 
& mm. May 21. 

Mrs. Birch, a tall, soft-voiced won- 
en of 31, soon became hysterical as 
Crowell questioned her about her ac- 
quaintance with the embalmer. She 
admitted that he had given her a 
diamond ring, which she turned over 
to the authorities, along with a let- 
ter her elderly admirer had written 
on May 18, the night before the 
crime. 


The letter follows: 
“My dear Frances: 


“Two long days have passed al- 
ready. Things do seem strange here 
today. Have been to the store and 
it does not look the same for some 
reason. I guess there is some one 
missing—some smile that used to be 
there.” 


(Mrs. Birch worked at a cosmetics 
counter in Whelan’s drug store, 
which was a block from the under- 
taking parlor.) 

“How did you get home, what 
time, and how did you find the 
folks? ... Now be a good girl and 
get lots of rest. 

“T am at the store tonight, taking 
care of a case, so you will please 
excuse the stationery, etc. What 
did the folks say about things? I 
am curious to know. Write me when 
you find time, dear, for it is rather 
lonesome here. 

“T am going to Oregon tomorrow 
night to try and get some _ rent 
money for the girls (his wife and 
her sister). I told her it would be 
my last trip there, for I was all 
caught up the way things had went 
the past four or five years and I 
was going to pull out. I told her 
she could start things (meaning a 
suit for divorce) and if she did it 
right away I would pay the bill, for 
I was not going to live there after 
this week. She said she would see 
her cousin in Oregon, who is a 
lawyer, tomorrow night. (Francis 
Burchell, Oregon lawyer.) 

“Now, I don’t want you or your 
folks to think that you are the cause 
of it, as this has been hanging fire 
long before I knew you. I told her 
two years ago that as soon as her 
mother was gone things were to be 
different if I stayed. (Her mother, 
who lived with the Tallmadges, died 
in February, 1936.) 

“Will you be looking for me Sun- 
day? I forgot to tell about the 
chicks. We have lost eight out of 
the 600—not bad—and I think some 
will be laying next week. They are 
starting to feather out anyway. Was 
out Sunday a. m. and made room 
in the barn for the old ones I got. 

“Oh, yes, what did Grace have to 
say? Does she carry a gun? I may 
get shot Sunday. 

“It will be six more days, dear, 
Good night, lover. Best regards to 
the folks, a kiss to the daughter and 
a lot of love to you.

Food should be enjoyed, not feared. Eat 
what you like in reasonable quantities 
and don’t worry about it. Then you'll 
be all right. And don’t talk about it 
either. Nothing makes a more bore- 
some topic of conversation. 

Your feet are more important to your 
figure than vou may realize. If they 
hurt you'll dread any kind of exertion 
and you won't be able to walk properly. 
Shoes must be big enough to permit 
comfortable freedom of motion. You 
can’t even stand correctly unless your 
shoes fit and give adequate support. 
Your body will be out of balance and 
when that happens it can’t look attrac- 
tive. Every girl should change her shoes 
two or three times a day whenever pos- 
sible. It rests the feet. Whenever you 
have a few moments to relax, prop your 
feet up on something. It will,take the 
tired kinks out of your whole body. 

Any figure shows to better advantage 
if its owner stands up straight. Good 
carriage flattens the tummy and minj- 
mizes the curve behind, Girls who are 
sway backed simply do not know how to 
stand. This is an excellent way to learn. 
Pack up against a wall so you touch it 
at your shoulders, heels and where you 
sit down. Then, without bending the 
knees, cry to push the small of the back 
against the wall too. You can't make 
it touch, of course, without pulling your 
shoulders in, which you must not do. But 
you will straighten your spine and pull 
in your stomach muscles without push- 
ing yourself out behind, which is what 
so many women do when they think 
they are standing up straight and true, 
Keep the position and turn yourself side- 
ways before a mirror and you will get a 
thrill.

is important also. Women used to make 
their own backs hold them up. They sat 
in chairs without permitting themselves 
to touch the chair backs, Now we 
slouch down in a position that makes a 
continuous curve from neck to tail bone, 
The stomach muscles go slack and de- 
velop an inclination to stay that way.

Vital Is the Word for Sonja Henie; She Skates, 
Dances, Acts; and Likes Jewelry, 
Orchids and Gayety

BLOND dynamo, this 

Sonja Henie, queen 

of the ice. After interviewing her you 
feel like shedding a few tears of regret 
for the wasted years of your youth. For 
at the ripe old age of 23, Sonja is 10 
times world figure skating champion and 
three times Olympic champion. In 1934 
she placed second in the national tennis 
matches in Norway. Not only is this 
Norwegian champion an expert swim- 


mer, an accomplished ballet dancer and 
an equestrienne of no mean ability, but 
she has mastered four languages in her 
spare moments. 

As if that were not enough to have 
done in a lifetime, Sonja decided to turn 
professional and conquer some new fields. 
She came to Hollywood and gave several 
skating exhibitions which were well at- 
tended by the bigwigs of the motion pic- 
ture industry. The result was that she 
was offered several contracts but finally 
signed with Darryl Zanuck. She will 
make her first appearance for Twentieth 
Century-Fox in a picture which will fea- 
ture several skating sequences. 

Strangely enough, my first glimpse of 
this queen of the ice was through a 
large block of ice. Sonja (the last name 
is pronounced Heenie) was posing for 
some fur fashion stills in the portrait 
gallery. It was a very hot day and Gene 
Kornman, the photographer, had rigged 
up one of those Goldberg inventions to 
keep Sonja cool He had a hundred- 
pound block of ice sitting in a shallow 
pan with a rubber tube syphoning the 


water off into a five-gallon jug. And 
behind the ice was an electric fan blow- 
ing cool breezes on Sonja. 

In spite of this substitute for the 
breezes off the icy fjords of Norway, 
Sonja, beneath a battery of hot lights, 
and in a full length ermine cape, was 
valiantly trying to keep her dimpled 


smile turned on and at the same time 
keep the rivulets of perspiration from 
ruining her make-up. I sat in the dark- 
ened background and watched her sym- 
pathetically as she cheerfully donned one 
fur coat after another and posed. 


V rat is the best 


one-word description of her. She is five 
feet two inches tall and, while her figure 
is well rounded, she hasn't an ounce of 
superfiuous flesh, Although her flaxen 


hair, rounded face and pink and white 
skin indicate the Nordic race, those 
twinkling brown eyes and upturned nose 
belie the picture of a “cool, reserved 
Scandinavian.” Garbo, for instance. 

But while Sonja is all life and smiles, 
like Garbo she has a mind of her own. 
After another 15 minutes of posing she 
announced that “she tank she go to 
lunch now.” And though Kornman re- 
proached her for lack of proper appre- 
ciation for his cooling device, she was 
adamant. She was quitting and “Please,” 
with a big smile, “after lunch we take 
the rest of the pictures at my house so 
I can be cool, yes?” They did. 

Later, over luncheon in the Commis- 
sary, I decided that this mind-of-her-own 
is what has put the fair Sonja where 
she is at the age of 23. When she makes 
up her mind to do something, it is prac- 
tically accomplished. And now she wants 
to be an actress. 

“It's a competitive game, this picture 
game,” Sonja said with a big, dimpled 
smile, “but it isn’t any more highly com- 
petitive than the athletic field. It will 
take hard work, yes; I have always 
worked hard but perhaps never so hard 
as now. This morning I am up at 6. 
What with voice and drama lessons, pos- 
ing for pictures and giving interviews 
I am busy until late at night.” 


Tue preparation 
for her dramatic career began in her 
fourth year when she began to study 


Hollywood was a little surprised to find a champion skater 
such a beautiful woman. Some further surprises are prom- 
ised by her employers, Twentieth Century-Fox, when she 
is glimpsed in her first film effort, “One in a Million,” in 

which she appears with Don Ameche. ‘ 


ballet dancing at Oslo, Norway. Then 
at 8 she took her first interest in skating. 
With other children she went skating at 
the Municipal Stadium. She had her ups 
and downs on the ice like the rest of 
them, but she never became discouraged. 
After all, her father, Wilhelm Henie, 
now a prosperous fur merchant in Oslo, 
was at one time the second fastest skat- 
er in all Europe. 

At first she just wanted to be able to 
skate well. But at 9 she won the junior 
competition in figure skating at the Oslo 
Skating Club and at 11 she was cham- 
pion of Norway. 

Lest you might think that figure skat- 
ing is just cutting a lot of curlicues on 
ice, let Sonja enlighten you. 

“It is one.of the most difficult, danger- 
ous and beautiful of sports,” she says. 
‘Generations of skaters have established 
certain classical figures with which to 
test their artistry. There are 80 cham- 
pionship figures which any championship 
competitor must be able to perform. The 
judges give each one six figures and the 
skater does not know until the last min- 
ute which of the 80 those six will be.” 

At 14 this flaxen-haired youngster’s 
determination and hard work had carried 
her to the world figure skating cham- 
pionship, which she has retained every 
year since. In 1928 she captured the cov- 
eted Olympic championship for figure 
skating and kept it against all comers in 
1932 and again this year. 


M OST of her 


studying and training has been done in 
London. There she became a pupil of 
Madame Karasavina and learned to 
translate Pavlowa’s tamous “Dying 
Swan’’ dance into a dance on skates. I 
saw Sonja do this number at the Coli- 
seum where thousands had gathered to 


see her. You are hardly conscious that 
she is on skates. She is as graceful off 
the ice as a tendril of smoke, and her 
tango, done to the music of “La Cum- 
persita,” is something to remember. 

-Even though her interest is now cen- 
tered in her motion picture career, she 
doesn’t intend to give up skating. She 
hires a rink here to practice in and she 
told me she expected to go on another 
personal appearance tour as soon as her 
picture is completed. 

In the meantime, she is enjoying her 
life here. She and her mother, Selma 
Nilsen Henie, have taken a house in 
3everly Hills. Sonja is enthusiastic about 
our weather, our beaches, our Clark 
Gable. In fact, she almost turned the 
tables on me and was interviewing me 
about her favorites. 

Unlike Garbo, Sonja is not in the least 
retiring. She is young, vital and a mag- 
net around which gayety revolves. Since 
coming to Hollywood her life has been 
full of parties. 


Jewetey she adores 
and wears it regardless of the occasion. 
At luncheon she was blazing with sap- 
phires and diamonds, a bracelet with 
huge matching clip and ring. There was 
a corsage, too, lovely big purple orchids, 

And I, having heard tales of several 
of filmdom’s most eligible bachelors be- 
ing in pursuit of the fair Sonja, asked 
her about romance.

She spoke quite ex- 
tensively of her marriage to the red- 
headed band leader—of the swell times 
she has had as his wife, then she sud- 
denly sobered and said: 

“But I dread to return to the monot- 
ony of hotel and night club dates. There 
is nothing more lonesome than working 
among a lot of people who are having 
a good time—uniess it is sitting and 
watching your husband do it.” 

“Red,” in 20 years of band-leading 
and junketing around the country, has 
learned what that lonesomeness is.

Some do it by packing up 
their wives at each move and renting 
little houses or apartments every place 
they go, no matter for how short a 
time. Others do it in other ways. But 
every orchestra leader has one method 
which is a weapon against his lone- 
someness. 

George Hall, whom you hear from the 
Hotel Taft in New York over CBS, has 
virtually become a hermit because of 
the odd and paradoxical existence he 
leads in entertaining two thousand 
diners each evening. 

“After playing six hours of music a 
day,” he says, “watching two hundred 
faces and hats and smiles on the floor 
—and knowing none of them—my wife 
and I seek places where there are no 


faces. Where we can talk and laugh 
together, two people who know each 
other. 


“T have to narrow my mind to a 
amaller scope to find relaxation after 
the larger life—and that is for lack of 
a better definition. So, if I'm not read- 
ing at home or eating dinner in a very 
modest restaurant, I am taking long 
and solitary walks.” 


The loneliness has actually become 
an obsession with Hall. It is only 
through actual determination cn his 
part that he meets new people and 
makes new friends. He has trained 
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himself so that his books and his wife 
fill up the social side of him.

To FILL the cup 


of cheer to the jeering point, Milton 
Berle has been put on the program. How 
does sophisticated Broadway humor fit 
into a community sing program? The 
answer is—I dunno know. But fit into 
this one it does, and without the aid of 
a shoe horn. 

Scarcely 30 years old, Berle has spent 
22 years in the theater and has reaped 
a harvest of scores of legends about him- 
self. In an earlier decade Elsie Janis’ 
devotion to her mother made stage his- 
tory. Among the stage stars of today, 
Milton’s attachment to his mother makes 
for one of the finer heart-warming 
stories in a profession overcrowded with 
double-crossing. He doesn’t mind if you 
call him mama’s boy. But smile when 
you do it, for there isn’t the faintest 
suspicion of a lisp about him and you’re 
apt to be torn limb from limb if 
Berle’s temper reaches the “Berle- 
ing” point. His mother is al- 
ways in the audience at 
every performance 
and she is in 
every sense 


2 ae his severest 

critic. A keen 

judge of what is 

good theater, she con- 

stantly advises him on his 

choice of material. And the 

proof that her advice is good is 

that having followed it consistently, 

he now ranks high among the younger 
comedians. 


Known to Broadway as the “thief of 
bag gags,” he told me the amusing story 
of how his reputation for stealing gags 
originated. Strolling into a Broadway 
restaurant one evening, he found the late 
Richie Craig, another comedian, at one 
table. Craig was wearing a suit that 
was practically the twin of the one he, 
Berle, was wearing. Craig jokingly re- 
marked that since Berle was beginning 
to wear his suits, the next thing that 
would happen would be that Berle would 
be taking his material. 


Born of these 
young men were then desperately striv- 
ing for recognition by, and mention in, 
the Broadway columns. But that casual 
remark of Craig’s gave Berle an idea and 
together they decided to launch a unique 
publicity campaign to break into the 
columns, 


Each began using some of the other’s 
material. In frantic letters and tele- 
grams to the columnists they called at- 
tention to the “thefts.” Whether or not 
the columnists believed that the feud 
between Craig and Berle was on the 
level, no one knows, of course. But both 
boys did get plenty of space in the col- 
umns and loads of additional publicity. 
So much so that now, although Craig 
has since died, Berle still bears the 
stigma of crook of wise-cracks. 


Two of the stunts they pulled are par- 
ticularly worthy of mention. Craig 
was appearing at the Palace Theater 
in New York, then tops so far as 
vaudeville was concerned. The 
Monday afternoon audi- 
ence at the Palace 
was known as the 
toughest one 


because at 

this showing 

bookers, managers, 

talent scouts and per- 

formers came to view the 

acts and to look at them with 

coldly professional eyes. When 
Craig’s act was over he got a grand 


round of applause. He came out and 
took a bow. But the audience wouldn’t 


let him go and wanted an encore. 
Out walked someone—you guessed it— 


it was Berle, who did the encore number. 

And when Milton was playing a cer- 
tain theater, his pictures appeared in the 
lobby with his name under the photo- 
graphs. One day Craig walked in, saw 
the name “Milton Berle” under the pic- 
tures and wrote under it “The Richie 
Craig Road Show No. 2.” 


To insure the suc- 
cess of the program, the sponsor took 
a leaf from the theater and used the 
out-of-town theatrical tryout procedure 
for probably the first time in radio. 

Usually a program is rehearsed for 
several weeks and then immediately is 
broadcast over a national network. But 
this sponsor wanted to find out what 
weaknesses there might be in the pro- 
gram before it went on the network. 5So 
for 10 weeks, in as many different cities, 
they tried out the program locally; that 
is, the program was heard only in the 


town from which it was broadcast. They 
then carefully studied the criticisms and 
when they felt they had a smooth-run- 
ning program it was presented to the 
nation. 


The fact that each week there is & 
long waiting list of those who seek to 
attend a sing is the best testimony that 
the program is making friends.

George White, attracted, signed her 
for the “Scandals of 1925.” 

Then came other engagements 
which led to “Show Boat.” In sign- 
ing her for this part, Ziegfeld did 
not remember her as the “ugly duck- 
ling” who had danced in the rear 
line of “Sally.” 

Theatrical history was made for 
Helen Morgan when she sang “Old 


Man River,” “Bill,” “Can't Help 
Lovin’ Dat Man o’ Mine” in her 
role of Julie, character in Edna 
Ferber’s “Show Boat.” Stardom was 
immediate. Her place in the ether 
of the playworld was clinched by 
her part in the motion pictures 
which followed. 

Now, during her performances this 
week, Atlantans will thrill to Helen’s 
opening song, “Life Begins at Six- 
teen.” The adulation which has 
long been hers will be revived in 
her “Lost Love” recapitulation of 
familiar songs. 

Miss Morgan’s singing, like her 
life, is characterized by sincerity. 
When singing tear-provoking songs, 
she actually cries, so deep does she 
feel the emotion she is uttering. 

The lean years which the actress 
experienced possibly explain her 
present over-generosity. While spend- 
ing unheard-of sums on personal 
adornment, she gives extremely 
large amounts to charity each year. 
though these donations are never 
made public. 

Getting away from her tousled 
black silky ringlets, Miss Morgan 
is now letting her hair grow long. 
It would be hard to state definitely 
the color of her eyes, for they are 
chameleon-like in their changeabil- 
ity. Long, tapering fingers are 
rouged atthe nail, and through san- 


dals—she dislikes stockings—peep 
toe nails, rouged to match. 

This Helen Morgan, whose deli- 
cacy in rendition of the rare art 
which is hers, is destined to bring 
peals of applause from her Atlanta 
audiences this week.

‘Sing Mea Love Song” 


James Melton sings in a picture 
which, aside from its music, de- 
pends for its virtues on the an- 
tics of Hugh Herbert, Zasu Pitts, 
Allen Jenkins and Walter Cat- 
lett. Acceptable. Warner Bros. 


In James Melton’s first picture, 
made a year or so ago, it became 
apparent that here was a good look- 
ing young man with a nice smile 
and the nice voice which had made 
him a favorite of radio fans. The 
result was pleasant music but not 
much picture. 


In his second picture, he has 
been surrounded with as many 
comedians as the story could carry. 
The result is pleasant music, plus 
entertainment, plus decoration in 
the form of Patricia Ellis. 

Melton sings, engagingly, half a 
dozen songs. There are originals by 
Warren and Dubin and “Carry Me 
Back to the Lone Prairie.” The 
cowboy song he sings with Zasu 
Pitts; that is amusing. 

The picture is set in a depart- 
ment store, a popular place recent. 
ly for picture settings. Melton is 
the playboy owner, Miss Ellis and 
Miss Pitts are clerks, Walter Cat- 
lett is a floorwalker, Allen Jenkins 
is an elevator operator and Hugh 
Herbert is a wealthy kleptomaniac 
who steals nearly as much as the 
store’s customers buy. His name in 
the picture is Siegfried Hammer- 
Shlag; that should give a fair idea 
of the kind of picture it is. 

In addition there are Nat Pendle- 
ton as Melton’s chauffeur; Ann 
Sheridan as the girl in his life un- 
til he meets Miss Ellis; Hobart Cav- 
anaugh as one of Melton’s attor- 
@eys. 

The plot revolves around a 
dcheme of the store managers to 
force the owner to sell out to them. 
Melton finally thwarts them after 
working in the store incognito, be- 
coming friendly with his employes, 
discovering the plot and saving 
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Randolph Scott—tall an’ handsome—appears fascinatin’ 
to Mae West in this scene from “Go West, Young Man.” 


the day through Miss Ellis’ genius 
by putting the store into a railway 
train. 

In order to give Melton a chance 


to sing, many of the scenes are in 
the store’s music department. 


The story is fully adequate for 
its purpose—to let Melton sing and 
to present the entertaining antics 
of Herbert and Catlett.

A theater-goer always knows 
where he stands on a Mae West pic- 
ture. Barring certain details of 
costume and setting, he knows what 
he is going to see before the pictur? 
begins. And he knows that if he 
liked her last picture, he will like 
the next one. 


“Go West, Young Man” is no ex- 
ception. In its original form it 
was the stage play “Personal Ap- 
pearance,” but it would not have 
mattered if it had started as “Little 
Lord Fauntleroy’’—it would come 
out the same. Its main elements 
are the Westian swivel-gaited walk, 
the Westian husky voice and the 
Westian wise-cracks. It differs from 
other West pictures in that it is 
modern; during production Miss 
West told me that it was a relief 
not to wear corsets. 

The story is of a movie actress 
on a personal appearance tour. Be 
cause she is a lady of susceptible 
emotions, her employer has sent 
along a press agent to keep her out 
of matrimony. He successfully dis 
poses of a young politician (Lyle 
Talbot) and a handsome young in 
ventor (Randolph Scott), but fails 
to take into account the fact that 
he is falling in love with the actress 
himself. 

The picture is full of laughs 
(mostly the result of dialog, which 
is credited to Miss West’: and the 
action is carried by an able cast. 
Warren William is the press agent, 
and there are Alice Brady, with lit 
tle to do, Flizabeth Patterson, Isabel 
Jewell as a movie-struck country 
girl, Etienne Girardot and others.

Mob Spirit 


A visitor to any of the dramatic pro- 
grams that originate from the New York 
radio studios is liable to see an unusual 
sight. The actors themselves are used 
to it and pay no attention at all. 


You won't be able to see it unless the 
script you are watching happens to call 
for a mob scene—but if it should, about 
10 youngsters ranging from 17 to 21 will 
file into the studio and stand against a 
wall. Each will be given a script and, 
when the time comes, they will play 
they're a crowd of people. Unlike the 
regular actors, they need no constant 
guidance by the director. That’s their 
job—-and they can do everything from a 
pack of bloodhounds to a group of people 
standing around in a theater lobby be- 
tween the acts of an opening night. 


A man by the name of Clifton Self-— 
who used to be an actor but now devotes 
all his time to his mobs—-is responsible 
for this. The youngsters are boys and 
girls in or just out of dramatic school 
and all are keeping their eyes open for 
an actual job as an actor or actress. 


Self 1s pretty proud of them. Says the 
fact that they can walk into a studio 
and do a job, then walk out again with- 
out having spoken to hardly anyone, 1s 
a testimonial to their ability. And abil- 
ity, he adds ‘sturdily, is required. 

The best number, he has found, is 10 
or 12 people. More than that—unless 
you're doing a political rally or a foot- 
ball game—are cumbersome. Fewer 
don't have the body and feel. 


Directors think the youngsters are 
best at imitating a street throng (they 
do that this way: The 10 or 12 stay back 
and talk about the weather and two de- 
tach themselves at intervals and walk 
by the microphone, talking about the 
weather, also) or imitating a crowd 
gathering around an injured person 
(they do that by moving one at a time 
up to the y }wophone and saying over 


and over in an undertone, “Stop push- 
ing” and “Give him air’). 

Self thinks they’re good at everything. 
He’s particularily pleased with the 
groups that have mastered the dialects 
so that they can do foreign mobs. 

Self’s secretary, a pretty girl named 
Jerry Orman, goes out on all the jobs 
and leads the groups. She’s very good, 
he says. Keeps an eye on the director in 
the control room and seems to know by 
intuition whether the mob is being angry 
or surprised or enthusiastic enough. En- 
thusiasm is about the toughest emotion 
to handle. It’s always better when 
backed by a sound effects record of 
people cheering. 


Self has turned out a couple of fine 
people in the past. Chester Stratton, 
who is now on the O'Neill's over NBC 
is one; Frank Woodruff, who is in the 
movies, is another.

Musical Camera 


You can believe us when we tell you 
that the idea attracting most comment 
among musical circles—and the only one 
wherein music has been able to slip into 
the new-found interest in the lives of 
people—is the Musical Camera directed 
by Josef Cherniavski over NBC on Sun- 
day afternoons. Lots of music in that 
sentence, but then there is a lot on the 
program, too. 

Cherniavski is a conductor who has 
been extremely popular in Chicago for 
the past few years. When he got his 
big notion—which is to pick out the out- 
standing stories each week and present 
them in music with dialog spotted where 
needed—he dropped his theater work and 
came to New York. Apparently he was 
a little cagey about taking it to estab- 
lished advertisers or agencies. He sold 
a company that had never even consid- 
ered the idea of radio merchandising, 
instead. 

We watched him rehearse his first pro- 
gram and found him an _ interesting 
worker. Lots of jumping around and 
smiles and shouts and one often-repeated 
phrase which he uses to introduce a sug- 
gestion. “Let's understand each other,” 
he says. 

The conductor almost produces his 
show himself. He tries to pick episodes 
each week that will fall into the four 
general classifications of pathos, mys- 
tery, humor and romance; and, as is

typical of musicians who suddenly be- 
come production men, he showed one 
amusing reaction during his first re- 
mearsal. A violinist was supposed to 
give imitations of Heifetz, the great 
violin virtuoso, as a child, then as a man 
and master. Cherniavski was much 
more pleased with the gruesome squawk- 
ing the hiddle produced in imitation of 
the boy than he was in the tender and 
rounded tones it produced in imitating 
Heifetz the man

way and flagged two cars, neither 
of which stopped. As I ran to the 
highway I threw the gun on the 
east side of the road and my watch 
on the west side.

The trial—first murder case 1to 
reach a jury in Ogle county since 
1843—got under way October 12 be- 
fore Judge Harry Edwards in the 
circuit court at Oregon. 

Tallmadge appeared almost as 
waxen in pallor as the former sub- 
jects at the undertaking establish- 
ment.

Judge Edwards declared frequent 
recesses throughout the trial. The 
lunch intervals were lengthened so 
that Tallmadge might rest in his 
cell and regain some _ strength. 
Meanwhile his attorney went fish- 
ing in the Rock river a block from 
the courthouse. 


In his opening, State’s Attorney 
Crowell sketched the progress of the 
defendant’s swift courtship of Mrs. 
Birch, whom he met when he bought 
an electric razor in the drug store. 
He declared that the crime was 
planned, and was committed with- 
out provocation after 18 years of 
married life. He asserted Tallmadge 
and his wife lived toget*er and slept 
in the same bed up to and including 
the night of May 18. 

Defense Attorney Knight said that 
because of the ravages of disease on 
his mind, and because of his age, 
Tallmadge “could no longer resist 
the wiles of women,” and that Mrs. 
Birch “little by little won her way 
into his good graces” until she ob- 
tained an engagement ring from 
him. 

Tallmadge, said his lawyer, had 
been forgetful and irritable for two 
years. “This man’s work took him 
among dead bodies and he was an 
expert in his line,” he said. “He 
had occasion to handle hundreds of 
bodies in his work in one of the 
largest undertaking establishments 
in Rockford, where he’d been em- 
ployed for 14 years. The establish- 
ment caters to people of the highest 
character. His work was satisfac- 
tory but it slipped, so that they re- 
moved him from his real profession 
and let him drive a hearse.” 

His client’s belief that his wife 
and in-laws were persecuting him 
was unfounded, Knight continued. 
This belief had been brought on, 


-said the lawyer, by mental illness 


and a general breakdown. 

The defendant heard the first wit- 
nesses while still on the stretcher. 
Later he was able to sit up. The 
Molzahns told their story, Coroner 
Atkins testified, and then a pawn- 
shop proprietor told of the purchase 
of the guns.

Meanwhile Mrs. Birch, a star wit- 
ness for the prosecution, had been 
installed in the Sinnissippi hotel in 
Oregon.

Room service in the Sinnissippi 
was a luxury, but the sole day-and. 
night clerk performed yoeman serv- 
ice for the mahogany-haired widow. 
Periodically he made his way up 
the one flight of stairs carrying 
trays of food, and treated her with 
marked solicitousness. But business 
at the hotel increased so much he 
fiz.ally had to post a notice on his 
desk after retiring. “Am full up. 
No rooms. I am going to bed. Bert.’ 

Mrs. Birch grew restive and, one 
day early in the trial. she leaned 
out of her window and espied Spe- 
cial Assistant Prosecutor Fred 
Gardner, of Rochelle. It was a love 
ly Indian summer afternoon, and 
the world outside looked most allur- 
ing. She called to Gardner and he 


came up. 
Gardner, who is widely known as 
a football referee in Western con- 


ference games, sympathized with the 
bored witness. He obtained State's 
Attorney Crowell’s consent, and told 
her that the state of Illinois would 
not only let her go to Rock Island 
for the night, but would supply her 
with a car and a driver. 

More than that, they dug up a 
nice escort for her—25-year-old Mil- 
lard Cole, an attendant at a filling 
station.

Cole took her home that night 
and called for her the next morning. 


When she returned to the hotel at 
noon, dashing past photographers, 
she wore a tailored black suit, black 
felt hat, black gloves and, to com- 
plete the ensemble, a black hand- 
kerchief, She also wore dark 
glasses. 


Her escort returned to his filling 
station and did a thriving business 
for the rest of the day. 

Mrs. Birch finally took the stand 
when the trial entered its second 
week. She wore a brown ensemble, 
and her eyes were still concaled be- 
hind dark glasses. As soon as it 
came Knight’s turn to cross-exam- 
ine, he demanded that she remove 
the glasses. She protested but the 
court directed her to comply. 

She looked appealingly at Judge 
Edwards, after she took off the 
glasses, and he arose and stood peer- 
ing at her over the bench. He main- 
tained this standing position during 
most of her appearance on the 
stand. 

Knight brought out that after her 
second marriage and before she met 
Tallmadge the dark-eyed widow 
“kept company with five or six 
single men,” and that she had had 
single dates with others. She “drop- 
ped them” if they were married, she 
said. 

The defense attorney continued: 

You know that you are 4&4 
woman of more than passing fair 
appearance? A. (demurely) I would- 
n't be a judge of that.

Q. Was that an engagement ring 
he gave you? A. No, merely a token 
of his sincerity. 

@. Did you ever tell any one, “No, 
I am not in love with him. All I 
care about is a home and maybe 
I can get that out of him?” A. I 
don’t rememper.

Q. When you went with him to 
visit his chicken farm a few weeks 
before May 19 it was as his pro- 
spective bride, who would live there?

Tallmadge did not testify. De- 
fense testimony was limited largely 
to physicians and his superior in 
the undertaking parlor, who stated 
in a lugubrious voice that Tallmadge 
had been a cheerful, bright person 
until two years ago, when he became 
forgetful and slovenly in his work. 


Tallmadge “Didn't 


Know Right From Wrong. 


Dr. William Van De Steeg, ol 
Rockford, said that in 1932 he treat- 
ed the defendant for syphilis, that 
he showed by blood tests that he 
was in the third stage of the disease, 
and that he ceased treatments after 
receiving 10. A few months prior to 
the tragedy Dr. Van De Steeg had 
again examined the patient and 
found him to be suffering actively 
from the malady. 

He described “the inevitable 
course of syphilis in the human 
body,” including the third stage, 
with its accompanying mental and 
nervous disturbances. A tremendous 
ego, a Napoleonic complex and de- 
lusions of grandeur are common ef.- 
fects. In the opinion of the witness, 
Guy Tallmadge did not know right 
from wrong when he shot his wife 

Dr. Egbert Fell, widel: known 
psychiatrist, of Rockford, who had 
been retained by the defense to 
make the spinal puncture, testified 
as to the results of that test. Asked 
a long hypothetical question, he 
said that in his opinion such a man 
as described—one intended to ap- 
proximate the defendant—could dis- 
tinquish between right and wrong 
but “was not fully responsible men 


tally and emotionally,” due to the 
effects of cefebral arteriosclerosis. 

There was a dramatic incident 
during Prosecutor Gardner’s sum- 
mation. He had just declared that 
“the hand of public opinion will 
push the button which starts the 
electric chair,” when Mrs. Amy 
Dailey, sister of the murdered wom- 
an, cried out, “And I should be the 
first to press the button!” 


The jurors—afl of them married 
—took five ballots swinging from 
four votes for death, five for life 
and three for a less severe prison 
sentence, to a final agreement on a 
life verdict. 

Thus Justice triumphed, but— 
what was it he said? . 

“The man who did ‘that ought to 
burn.”
